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In  submitting  our  report  we  offer  the  following  explanation,  in 
Jegard  to  the  expense  of  the  poor  upon  our  town  farm:  — 

By  an  examination  of  the  report  any  one  might  conclude  that 
the  expense  of  the  poor  has  been  greatly  increased  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  February  16,  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
year,  but  such  is  not  the  case.  In  reckoning  the  expense  of  the 
farm,  the  Selectmen  for  the  last  two  years,  dropped  from  tha 
amount  against  the  farm,  the  interest  on  purchased  money  and 
tax  lost  which  sum  amounts  to  nearly  ^214.00.  We  can  see  no 
reason  why  the  interest  and  tax  should  not  be  charged  to  the 
farm  in  reckoning  the  actual  expense.  Had  we  reckoned  no  inter- 
est or  tax,  the  bahince  against  the  fai  m  would  have  been  that  less 
which  would  have  made  nearly  one  fourths  difference. 

There  is  due  the  town  quite  a  sum  which  we  have  not  allowed 
the  farm  credit,  as  the  case  is  in  Court  and  will  not  be  settled  be- 
fore April,  which  sum,  when  collected  will  greatly  reduce  the  ex- 
pense as  reported. 

In  justice  to  our  Supei  intendent  and  ourselves  we  would  say 
What  extra  expense  there  has  been  was  caused  by  sickness,  buri- 
al expenses  and  increase  of  paupers.  We  have  had  upcm  our 
farm  nioi  e  sickness  than  for  years,  therefore,  the  expense  for  med- 
ical attendance  has  been  much  more  than  in  former  yenrs.

IIEPORT  OF  S.  S.  COMMITTEE. 


Your  committee  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 
The  summer  schools  were  nearly  all  satisfactory  to  your  com- 
mittee, being  in  most  cases  taught  by  experienced  teachers. 
There  were,  however,  two  schools  in  which  the  teachers  failed  to 
assert  their  authority,  allowing  the  scholars,  little  by  little,  to 
take  control  of  the  schools  until  they  were  of  little  or  no  value. 
We  believe  nothing  more  mischievous  can  enter  a  teacher's  mind 
than  the  idea  that  schools  can  in  all  cases  be  governed  without 
resort  to  corporeal  punishment.  There  must  be  a  point  established, 
beyond  which  if  he  ventures,  the  scholar  should  know  that  swift 
and  sure  punishment  awaits  him,  and  it  is  well  to  have  this  un- 
derstood as  eai-ly  in  the  term  as  possible. 

Parents  have,  in  a  few  instances,  withdrawn  their  children 
from  school  on  account  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  teacher's 
methods  in  the  conduct  of  the  schools.  We  believe  this  would 
not  have  occurred  had  the  parents  considered  upon  whom  such  a 
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course  reacts,  not  onl}^  annoying  the  teacher,  but  mjuringthe  entire 
school  and  depriving  the  pupils  withdrawn  of  privileges  which 
cannot  be  regained  and  creating  in  them  a  lack  of  respect  lor 
lawful  authority,  not  only  in  the  school-room  but  in  every  avenue 
of  life. 

Parents  should  reme  nber  that  when  their  children  enter  the 
school  room  they  delegate  to  the  teacher  the  same  authority  to 
control  them  that  they  have,  and  in  many  cases  they  are  inclined 
to  censure  the  teacher,  when,  if  they  would  visit  the  school  and 
make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  facts,  all  feelings  of  censure 
would  vanish. 

We  have  noticed  that  in  districts  where  parents  are  most  in 
the  habit  of  visiting  their  schools  and  showing  the  scholai'S  by 
their  presence  that  the  work  of  the  school- room  is  of  great  impor- 
tance, where  the  parents  work  with  not  against  the  teacher,  the 
scholars  are  more  studious  and  orderly  and  make  far  greater 
progress. 

We  believe  our  schools  are  as  efficient  as  they  ever  will  be 
under  the  existing  system.  What  business  firm  would  think  of 
using  such  a  method  in  securing  its  employes  ?  Would  it  not  be 
far  better  for  teachers  to  understand  that  faithful  work  would 
be  rewarded  by  promotion?  What  reward  do  we  now  offer  for 
good  work  by  a  teacher,  except  the  probability  of  losing  their 
l)lace  when  another  district  agent  is  elected  ? 

We  have  during  the  past  year  adopted  the  New  Franklin 
iJeaders  and  placed  them  in  one-half  the  schools,  the  others  to  be 
supplied  the  coming  year.

We  herewith  submit  our  report  for  the  year  : — 

Your  Board  has  endeavored  to  perform  the  duties  devolving 
upon  them  to  ihe  best  of  their  ability,  and  without  partiality. 

We  have  visited  many  sections  of  the  town  during  the  year, 
and  in  nearly  every  case  been  kindly  received,  and  our  wishes  in 
most  cases,  complied  with. 

We  think  in  many  instances,  people  fail  to  realize  that  the  good 
results  to  themselves  from  the  removal  of  these  nuisances. 

From  complaints  made  to  your  board  and  from  our  own  obser- 
vation we  are  satisfied  that  many  of  our  schoolhouses  and  out 
buildings  are  in  a  bad  condition  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view, 
and  as  our  children  are  obliged  to  pass  many  hours  of  the  day  es- 
pecially during  the  warm  weather,  in  and  around  these  buildings, 
we  would  earnestly  enjoin  upon  the  Agents  of  the  several  dis- 
tricts the  necessity  of  attending  to  this  important  part  of  their 
duty,  at  least  once  each  year. 

The  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  diphtheria  reported  during  the 
year  have,  for  the  most  part  occurred  around  the  shores  of  the 
lake,  and  of  the  source  of  contagion  in  the  diphtheria  cases  we 
feel  quite  certain,  and.  this  nuisance  has  been  entirely  removed. 

For  our  work  to  be  succ^sful,  we  must  needs  have,  and  kind- 
ly ask,  the  co-operation  of  every  home.
